ed to contain a definite relief esti- 
mate. Because of uncertainty about 
the severity and duration of the

recession,

president probably will give only 
a tentative figure. 
Some members of congress have 
expressed the opinion relief costs 
will run so high that a balance be- 
tween federal Income and outgo 
cannot be reached. 
Treasury officials, however, Indi- 
cated that expenditures for other 
Hems than relief and national de- 
fense would bo sliced liberally in an 
attempt to bring about a balance. 
Army and navy expenditures may

Smedley D. Butler, retir- 


ed major general of the U. 
S. Marines, is among those 
patriotic Americans who be- 
lieve our gunboats, soldiers 
and saliors should get out 
of China. If Butler is a 
pacifist, it is because he 
knows that modern war is 
mostly futile waste in spite 
of a terrific outlay of mon- 
ey and human life. 


The major general does 


not expect his advice to be 
followed. That isn't the way 
governments work today. 


"We're going to write an- 


other letter," he says. "We 
draw a line and dare them 
to cross it. They cross it, and 
we draw another line. You 
keep on drawing lines, and 
after a while you have to 
put up or shut up. If you 
shut up you look simple; 
if you put up you get your 
kids killed." 


That is a pessimistic view, 


but it is based on experience 
and history. Yet not all par- 
ents punish their children 
ay beating them and not all 
strong men settle their ar- 
guments by thrashing the 
other fellow.

;he first,year's operations of the 
United States housing authority, 
set up to direct the program, and 
appropriated $200,000,000 for 
the 


second year. The authority tenta- 
tively has allotted $136,50,000 to 
33 cities. 


The farm tenancy program has 


been in the organization stage, 
officials of the farm security ad- 
ministration, which will direct It, 
said they expected to start mak- 
ing loans early In 1038 to selected 
tennnts who wish to buy farms.

We reason wrongly If we think 
that the boys and young men of 
our day are Interested only in 
the sports pages and comic strips 
of the newspapers. 
They m a y 


seem trivial-minded; but let such 
a figure of heroism and Idealism 
as that of Lindbergh sweep- across 
, the horizon, and we witness 
a 


world-wide response.

Personal character studies are 
still tho most appealing form of 
literature for both young and old. 
That is why we have the gossip 
columns 
from 
Hollywood

Washington and all of sportsdom. 
Human life is the most interest- 
ing subject in the world. 


So the many millions of mem- 
bers of the Sunday Schools begin 
today a six-months' study of the 
Gospel of Mark by taking a pre- 
view of the author and of the 
book. We know enough of the 
facts of Mark's life to perceive 
in him a very human "success 
story." 


Naked Into The Night. 


We first come Into contact with 
Mark v under most dramatic cir- 
cumstances, although no name is 
mentioned In his own narrative 
of the incident in connection with 
tho arrest of Jesus In the Garden 
of Gethsemane. Hero are Mark's 
own words: 


"Then His friends 'all 
forsook 


Him and fled. One youth Indeed 
did follow Him, wearing only a 
..Jincn cloth'about his bare body. 
Ol.hiih they laid hold, but he left 
the linen cloth in their hands and 
fled naked." 
That young man was doubtless 
Mark. Possibly he had belatedly 
heard the news of the impend- 
ing arrest while sleeping, and had 
hastened to the Hill of Olives, 
without 
waiting to dress. 
The 
curiosity and Initiative of youth 
would explain the action, though 
'there may have been a higher 
motive of discipleship. 


Mark was no stranger to Je- 
sus. It was in the large home of 
his mother, Mary, that Jesus was 
accustomed to meet 
with 
His 


friends in the Upper Room. There 
the Farewell Supper 
had 
been 


held, a few hours before the ar- 
rest. 


The Rich Man's Son. 


So It was as the scion of a 


•wealthy and 
Influential 
family 
that Mark grew up, amidst the 
advantages and disadvantages of 
such a position. 
Doubtless there 


was nothing in his experience to 
teach him self-restraint and un- 
selfishness. It has been truly said 
that "The rich man's son does 
not have a fair chance 
in 
the 


, world." There was good blood In 
/ this lad, but only time and bitter 
•' experience could bring it to prop- 
er expression. 


Through family Influence, John 


Mark got his first chance at a 
great adventure. (Like most up 
'per-class men of his day, he had 
two names, "John," Jewish, and 
f'Mark," 
Roman.) 
His 
family 


jstood high in the early 
church, 


nnd when his cousin (or uncle) 
Barnabas, an outstanding loader, 
|proposed a missionary invasion 


f Europe, accompanied by Saul 
fat Tarsus, Mark was given an 
opportunity to go along as an as- 
istant, doubtless 
to look 
after 


the baggage and 
lodgings 
and 
transportation. Perhaps he knew 
shorthand, and served as secre- 
tary to the two busy men. 


Alas; Mark had a "yellow" trcaks 
in him, He went along bravely 
enough' to Cyprus, the 
home of 
Barnabas. But when the mission- 
aries decided to cross over into 
what Is now Turkey, where ma- 
laria and hardships and enemies 
awaited them, the 
self-indulgent 


young man funked the trip. Ho 
could not "take it," and inglori- 
ousjy turned back to 
his 
easy 


normal life at Jerusalem. One of

Barnabas Insisted, A deep dis- 
agreement resulted, and we find 
these two great soldiers of Christ 
separating because of John Mark. 
What a consequence to rest on 
the shoulders of one craven, fool- 
ish youth! Thenceforth the name 
of 
noble 
Barnabas 
disappears 
from the Gospel record. 


Long and tragic years 
inter- 


vened. Mark had had his lesson. 
And Paul was magnamlous. The

thank God, nothing is final In 
this life. As we read the New 
Testament, we find Mark's name 
re-appearing as a helper of Paul. 
The great prisoner 
in 
Rome 
writes to Timothy to bring Mark 
to him, "for he is a great help 
to me in my ministry." In his 
letter to Philemon 
Paul 
lists 
Mark's 


from Rome, 
name 
first 


among his associates as sending 
greetings. We may well Imagine 
how the memory of his first fail- 
ure stirred Mark to even greater 
zeal in service of Paul and 
of 
their common Master. 


Later, Mark became the help- 
er of Peter, who writes of him 
as "Mark, my son." 


The Man Who Could Write. 
Mark 
had 
one 
outstanding 


gift; he could write. Peter could 
preach, but he could not 
write, 
any more than can most preach- 
ers. Those calloused hands that 
were so skillful in a fishing boat 
were clumsy with the pen. 


So it came about the Mark, the 
educated young man 
of 
forth- 
right, practical mind, an early 
journalist, became "the interpreter 
of Peter," and wrote the first of 
the four Gospels, some time be- 
tween the years 63 and 70 A. D. 
Later, Matthew and Mark were 
to draw upon his vivid material, 
the Gospel of action. 
This earliest 
Gospel — t h e 
"straightway" narrative, designed 
primarily for Gentiles,—may 
be 
read In three quarters 
of 
an 


hour. No person .may call

(/P)—Tho atmosphere surrounding 
tho earth is a vast chemical labor- 
atory producing, 
among 
other 


things, a chemical closely related 
to laughing gas, explosives and 
fertilizers, astronomers of the Low- 
ell Observatory at Flagstaff, Ariz., 
said today. 


Dr. Arthur Adcl.and Dr. C. O. 
Lampland told the* American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science that they had discovered 
a new chemical compound In the 
atmosphere called nitrogen pent- 
oxide. 
• 
It is similar to nitrous 
oxide, 
used as an anesthetic in medical 
and denial operations, and tho ni- 
trates used In making fertilizers 
and high explosives. All of them 


are gases, 
one, when combined 
with water forms nitric acid, one 
of tho most Important solvents in 
chemical Industries. 
Tho Lowell astronomers found 


the new compound In measure- 
ments of the dry desert air of 
Arizona using tho 
spectroscope, 


the rainbow instrument which re- 
cords tho elements by the dark 
bands they produce in tho rain- 
bow of light. 


Tho location In the atmosphere 


of nitrogen pentoxldc Is in tht 
layer of ozone, a form of oxygon, 
from 10 to 25 miles above tho 
earth's surface, they declared. It 
is formed in this layer by the ac- 
tion of ultra-violet light from the 
sun on nitrogen and oxygen. 
It 


is the first constituent of the 
earth's atmosphere discovered in 
many years.

In December, 1936. .Traffic Deaths 
during the current month would 
have to show a 60 per cent re- 
duction to keep the year's total 
as low as that in 1936. The coun- 
cil said statistics showed such a 
decrease was "out of the ques- 
tion.".

Roosevelt's views on the corpora- 
tion licensing bill encouraged its 
friends to believe It might become 
the chief vehicle for the adminis- 
tration's proposed attack on the 
monopoly problem. 


Need for Tightening Laws. 
In his last "fireside ohat" Mr. 


Roosevelt declared there was need 
for tightening the anti-trust laws, 
but he has not outlined publicly 
any proposed legislation.

TEXAS WAS ADMITTED 
TO UNION NINETY-TW 


YEARS AGO TODAY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.- 


Ninety-two years ago today Tex- 
as entered the union, Its repre- 
sentatives assuming at 
once an 


important role 'in congress. 


War—tariff—labor and industry 


—these were subjects of acute in- 
terest then aa they are now when 
Texan's once again occupy stra- 
tegic positions in legislative ses- 
sions. 


The importance to congress of 


the new state's members is at- 
tested 
by remarks of an 
Ohio 


congressman, J. R. Giddlngs, on 
the floor of^ the house of repre- 
sentatives July 14, 1846. 


An 
opponent 
to 
annexation, 


Glddings 
had 
expressed 
great 


alarm over the admission of Tex- 
as to the union. 
On this occa- 


sion he took glowing sa'Ufactljn 
in saying "I told you so" to his 
house colleagues, 


"Indeed we have already seen 


the voice of these foreigners has 
decided the most important ques- 
tions ever passed upon by this 
body, except those of war," Gli- 
dings said. 


He referred to the repeal of the 


1842 
tariff law.
